This appears to be the physician’s original copy of a notice 
probably cried by the common crier on the doctor’s arrival in a 
new town. It was possibly kept on the fly-leaf of a book more as 
a draft for future reference than as a memorandum of the actual 
occasion. We learn by it that the doctor stayed 18 weeks in the 
important northern town of Newcastle and in Richmondshire 
(Yorks.). The value of this document of the embryonic period 
of modern medicine is enhanced by the fact that it is prefixed to 
a medical tract. It is an exceedingly early manuscript example 
of medical advertising.
